Ex-Sergeanl-at-Arms French, in his 
interesting lecture, " Ten Years Among 
the Senators," relates tho following 
amusing anecdote ooncering Senator 
Davis, of West Virginia : 

There was Davis, of West Virginia 
From tho humble position of a brake 
man upon the railroad he had fought 
his upward way to two honorable 
elections to tho Senate. An industri- 
ous, useful, honorable member. A 
diligent, conscientious worker on Ap- 
proi)riation Committees, and, with 
Windom, earnest in all efforts for im 
proving and cheapening transporta- 
tion from tho interior to the seaboard. 
It is wonderful how tlie influence of 
early education, or early habits, cling 
to us in after life. Senator Davis, 
who, I havo just told you, was in 
earlier days a brakeman, onco gave the 
Senate an emphatic demonstration of 
this soft noted fact. Judge Thurman, 
being a generous snuff taker, carried 
an immense red bandanna handker- 
chief ; and when he arose to speak, 
usually, as preliminary, grasped his 
nose with tho red bandanna and gave 
a blast liko a trumpet. 

It was well toward morning of a 
wearisome all-night session, and Sen- 
ator Davis was asloep, his head rest- 
ing ui>()n his desk. But I will say for 
tho Senator that ho was not often 
asloc'p in tho Senate. Senator Ed- 
munds had.'provoked Judge Thurman 
to a speech, and, by introduction, the 
Judge unfurled his red bandanna and 
blew a blast of more than usual power.

It IS impossible to mois- 
ten a stamp witii tho tongue unless a 
small pro])ortion of tho gum adheres 
to it. 'Now this gum is by no moans 
injurious, hut then tho depurlnient 
does not advertise it as a healtii food; 
so tlio only way loft is tho right way, 
and that is to moisten tho envelope 
first." After listening to this brief 
statoment, 1 folt as though I had em- 
erged from the deep shade of ignor- 
ance to the glorious sunlight of kuow- 
iodgo.— 2/o«/on Ti-avcler.

Tlio Prooecdlnira of the Convention or 
The Granite State Dear-IHiitc Iflliinlon 
III NBPihua, N<<\V IlanipKlilce. 

The Annual Convention of the 
Granite State Deaf-Miito Mission oc- 
curred in Nashua, N. 11., on Satur- 
day and Sunday, October Cth and 
7th, 1883. 

The first session of tlio Convention 
was held in the vestry of the Pearl 
Street Univorsalist Church, at 2.15 
i>.M. Saturday, and was opened with 
prayer by Uev. Sainticl Rowo, of 
West Boxford.

From thf Wixconsin T>eaf-ifute Times. 

There passed from earth at his 
pleasant liome opposite the Insti- 
tution, at Delavan, Wis., at 12:30 
Tuesday morning, Oct. 9, 1883, the 
spirit of one who was indeed, the 
deaf-mute's friend, and one whose 
heart and mind had been wholly given 
to the instruction of tho deaf and 
dumb for twenty-eight long years. 

In November, 1855, Zachariah 0. 
McCoy was appointed teacher in this 
Institution. Ho had graduated the 
summer before at the New \''ork In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, and 
came to his work hero with the 
highest recommendations of character 
and scholarship. During all the 
long years since then, during all 
thochanges of Superintendents, teach- 
ers. Professor Z. G. McCoy has been 
at liis post, working just as earnestly, 
just its willingly for those he lovod. 
His whole heart was in his work, and 
his success has indeed been great. 
Tho amount of patience and hard work 
it cost him to break the bounds that 
enshrouded so many lives and load 
them into tho bright paths of know- 
ledge, none butoxerionced teachers can 
understand. During the last few 
years of his life he had been teaching 
under great difliculties, physical debil- 
ity that would have di.scouraged, if not 
worn out, any one who did not love his 
work more than even life itself, was 
added to his difliculties, but still he 
would not give up his post. About 
eleven years ago, while attending the 
Re-union at the Ohio Institution at 
Columbus, he was caught in a heavy 
shower. A sudden change in the 
weather, turning a warm day 
a into freezing night., gave him a 
severe cold, whicli caused weeks 
of sickness, and at this time his lungs 
received injuries from which they 
never entirely recovered. Ono week 
ago Thursday he was in his class- 
room, striving against death even, 
with a determination to still work on 
in. his noble work. None of his 
friends expected to lose him so soon, 
but on Tuesday morning at 12:30 
o'clock, Oct. Cth, 1883, the spirit of 
Professor Z. G. McCoy passed ovor the 
dark river to the home awaiting 
him on high. A noble life was ended, 
a christian man gone. Prof. McCoy 
wtvs born^w Ft. Edwards, Washing- 
ton County, N. Y. Nov. 1st, 1829, 
and was at the time of his death 53 
years and 11 months old. His 
friends, his old pupils, the world, can 
never gi\'o his long work too much 
praise. His character will ovor stand 
as a model for pupils and teachers 
alike. 

THE LAST SAD U0N0R8. 

Tho last sad honors to the memory 
of our departed friend occurred in tlie 
Institution chapel, Thursdivy Oct. 11. 
Rov. Joseph Collie, of whoso church 
Prof. McCoy was an honored mem- 
ber officiated, Supt. Swiler interpret- 
ing.

HIM ? — Psalms 8 : 4. 

Tho Reverend minister told in brief 
yet touching words how frail the life 
of man wsis; liq.w at best our life was 
but a span, so short, so frail, and liko 
grass, fresh and green in the morning, 
withered and dead, gleaned by the 
reamn's hand, at even. How some 
sank awearied beneath their burdens, 
unlike him, our honored friend, who 
had just laid down his burden after bis 
work was well and nobly done. For 
even in his dying momont^s, when all 
around was growing far and dim, the 
mind of Prof. McCoy wandered back 
to his pupils in tho school room, and 
ho thought ho was again instructing 
his pupils as he had done for so many 
long years. Dr. Collie said it seemed 
but yesterday that Prof. McCoy came 
to Delavan, and tb;it though he was 
gone, his work would live on. for the 
good lie had acoomplishod wjis great.

Miss Maggie Walsh is a Catliolic 
deaf-mute lady, residing in Green- 
ville, a suburb of Norwich. Pretty and 
intelligent, and liko all ladies, fond of 
flirting. She lost her twin deaf mute 
sister by death aliout three years ago. 
M.iggio works in a mill near her home. 

A. M. Norci-oes is a compositor on 
Coolegs Wefklg, and is a fast compo- 
sitor, and rakes iu tho ducats weekly. 
His wife is a deaf muto, and they have 
five boys. Noicross brags lots on his 
twin boys, now about two years old. 

Henry Fitch and Hugh Miner are 
farmers. The former works for his 
father, the latter for his cousin. At 
the fir?t Barllett re-union, Miner 
received the flattering title of " mon- 
key " from a visitor, which still sticks 
to him, but beneath Hugh's " broad 
grins " there's heaps of sense. Hugh 
lavishes his love on a fast horse in- 
stead of a sweetheart. 

Freti Walker is also a printer, and 
employed on The People's Weekly Ga- 
zeKe a patient outside sheet 

John S. Comstock is the smartest 
boy of our mate family, and is now in 
his third year at Kendall Green. 

With the exception of Maggie 
Walsh, the mutes are all attendants at 
Park Church ((.'ongregationalist), and 
nearly all of them are members there.

A liihIe-ClaBH for tho adult deaf-mntoa of New 
York (;ily and vicinity, which it waa my privilege 
lo begin in K<ipt.«^nilier 1850, led the way forme 
to found at New York in the Firat Hiiieiay, DcXn- 
her, IKi'i, Ht. Aiin'H Free Chinch for (Ifaf-muleH 
anil tlK^ir hearing friendn, with Bervieea arranged 
for both diviHiona. Then we had a fair field for 
preaclilng all the priiiciplea of the rJoHjail the 
glad tiiliiigH of the (lood Hheiihcird, who gave hia 
life for the Bliee|). In IHOO, the preaching of the 
(hwpel in itn fiilliieBH wan extended to other 
large citioH of our country. It waa difllcult to 
find the meaiiH to Biip|iort the work and the miiii 
to conduct the Hign-Bervieea and preach the Ooapel 
to tlieae children of ailence. Hut we were provi- 
dentially encouraged to perBeveio in patience. At 
Ht. AniiH (;iMireli, New York, I had several dearly 
beloved aHHOciate«, among whom were Itev. Dr. 
Kwer, (recently gone to hia rent; the llov] Dr. 
I'ennell and the Uev. Eaatlmrii Iteiijirnan (taken 
to Paradiae aoine time ago), tlie llov. Hte|ihen 
F. Holinea. 'i'hey ae<|Iiir(!d boiiio knowliidge of 
our aigiiH and inamial alphahet and did what 
they could for oiir deaf-miue brethren. Itut they 
were called to other llelda. At leiii^th the llev 
.lohii ChamliiTlain WttB led from the dioeiwe of 
Iowa, to eaHt in liiH lot with UH. I!y family I i 
he had he<:ome (julte familiar with 'our metliodH 
of comiminieatiiig with deaf-nmteH. For twelve 
yeara and iijiwardH ho liaH worked Hteadily on in 
the Chinch h MiaBion to deaf-nmlea at Ht. Aiin'B 
and elBDwhere, and I truMt he conaidera hiiiiBelf 
permanently eoiiHecrated to it. 

The Itev, FraiiciH .1. Cl<,rc, D.D , after yeara of 
earned labor in MiBBOuri and CarliBle, I'enn , 
wiiH iiiBlninieiital in unfolding Cloapel triilh to a 
large nuiiiher of deaf-mute reBidenta of I'liila- 
delphiii, while he waa tho llcclor of Calvary 
Chinch, and aflvrwanU while he waa the Wanhiii 
of the liuid Oi|>haii AByiiim.

If Barnum's wooly horse had sud- 
denly appeared in our midst and be 
gun to prance about, it could not have 
astounded us more than Lars Moore 
Larson's extraordinary effusion con- 
corning tho proposed Gallaudet Me- 
morial. 

Wo will not say anything aa to his 
(Lars Moore Larson's) presuming to 
dictate to tho National Convention — 
supposed to have composed of the 
rrcme de la creme of deaf-mute intelli- 
gonce — the; line of conduct it ought to 
have pursued. Bnt, not only are tho 
objections raised against placing the 
Memorial in tho College grounds 
puerile and unnecessary, and such as 
no man in tho exercise of liia sound 
senses would have made, but they 
contain some sweeping assertions in 
regard to the College which need cor- 
rection. Tho fact seems to be that 
Lars Moore Larson is laboring under 
tho delusion that tho project is to 
honor the College, and not tho great 
and good man to whoso memory the 
statue is to l)o raised — that he is ap- 
prehonsivo that tho Cwllego wifl re- 
ceive too much dislfjiclion at the 
hands of the deaf, and to pnjvont 
such a result he makes the pre^^oster- 
0U8 chargo that doaf-mutes who have 
never l)oen hero, liove never in any 
way boon benefitted by tho College, 
True, though he may not have receiv- 
ed any direct benefit from tlie Col- 
lege', we can assert that there is not a 
single intelligent deaf muto in tho 
loud who hivs not been indirectly 



benefitted by the College, whose 
self - respect, whose self - esteem, 
whoso aspirations have not been un- 
consciously elevated by tho know- 
ledge that there is an institution, a 
College, which is able to place him on 
a par with the best of his hearing 
brethren. 

Moreover, Lars Moore Larson, for- 
gets tho influence exerted by the Col- 
lege through its students, both past 
and present, upon the other deaf- 
mutes with whom they associated, and 
in whom they arouso a more animated 
spirit, and w'hom they help to keep 
abreast with the times. Have we 
not read a week or so ago, how liars 
Moore Ijarson did this and that com- 
mondablo thing for the benelit of tho 
mutes of Chicago, how this and that 
sociable took place in Lars Moore 
Larson's " parlor-rooms,'' how Lars 
Mooro Larson started this, .and that 
project, how Lars Mooro Larson was 
elected to this and that honorable of- 
fice in this and that deaf-mute society, 
how, in short, Lars Mooro Larson has a 
controlling influence — let us hope for 
good — among the Chicago deaf-mutes ? 
And will Lars ISIoore Larson deny 
that the education ho received here 
fitted him for that position in Chicago 
mute society t We will not say any 
thing of those graduates and students 
of the college who, with less ostenta- 
tion, but with more real beneficent re- 
sults, labor and have labored for their 
follow miUos — of Bird and Carroll, of 
Patterson, ISIcGrogor, Freeman and 
George. The assertion, therefore, 
that thoso who have never been 
hero have never reveived .any benefit 
from the college is so extravagant 
that it can only provoke a smile. 

Wo would also question tho ossor- 
tioii that Father Gallaudet never had 
anything to do with the college. It 
is true that he novor saw it, that per- 
haps he never thought of it, but still 
it must be regarded as tho ^noblest 
fruit, the crowning result of his 
labors. Though it matured after his 
death, he never tholess planted and 
nourished the seed and all bnt lived 
to see tho last fruit it brought forth. 

To Lars Mooro Larson's argument 
that Hartford, is the Mekka of deaf- 
mute America, wo may reply that 
the college, rather than Hartford, is 
tho real centre to which doaf-mutes 
from all parts of the country resort, 
and in this sense at least, that the 
college is the IMekka— the rendezvous 
— of our deaf-mute world. It is hith- 
er that every year intelligent mutes 
from all parts of the country come 
in pilgrimage ready and willing to re 
coivo tho light of learning at the 
shrine of old Kendall, and it Avas 
hither that some seven or eight years 
ago Lars Moore Larson, then a raw 
western youtli, came to receive tho 
polish and training that have made 
liim what he i.s. 

And is not the College now in 
every one's moulh t Is it not tho 
most national of the sifchools for the 
deaf in tho whole country t Is not 
nearly every dcaf-mnto institution in 
the land, including Hartford, repre- 
sented in tho halls of old Kendall t If, 
then, the erection of the statue is to bo 
a National undertaking, it is lilting 
that it should be placed on tho 
grounds of tho only national school 
we possess. 

There are still other things that 
come into consideration which Lars 
Mooro Larson either can not or will 
not see. In the first place, the monu- 
ment at Hartford is as neat and beau- 
tiful as Jirtistic skill could make it, 
and as durable as marble and granite 
could well be. It is tho gift of the 
deaf of the United States to Hartford, 
and yet Lars Moore Larson has the 
eflroiitery to propose that it bo done 
away with and replaced by another. 
The monument cost twice as much as 
the Garfield Jlemorial, and those to 
whom its erection was a labor of love 
will not thank Lars Mooro Larson 
for hia contemptuous allusion to 
their work. 

Moreover tho "fine, life-sized 
busts " of the French pioneer, whom 
Lars M. Larson alludes to, are simply 
plaster casts. The picture of Oleic is 
a crayon sketch by Carlin, and was 
presented to tho "CoUego by young 
Mr. Clerc. (Here we might naturally 
ask why Mr. Clerc did not present tho 
portrait to Hartford). Tho portrait 
of Father Gallaudet "was purchased by 
the coUogo corporation, and so it re- 
mains that the only memorial present- 
ed by the " dunned '' deaf mule world 
totho Ot^llogo is the Garfield bust. 

Tho allusion to the honored 
friends of tho deaf, "to the Stones, 
Poets, etc., " is indelicate, and we 
will say no more about it, nor aboutt he 
"social and mor.al pecuniary interest" 
of monuments. 

We have said our say. We argue 
from the stand point, not because we 
are a. student of tho oolloge, but be- 
cause wo are convinced that Kendall 
Green is eminently tho place where to 
put tho centennial monument of the 
great benefactor of our class in Ameri- 
ca, HaUKY FlKLPlSQ.

Tlie Silent Convention. 



DeafMMutes at St Stephen's Church 



Clergymen'kWho Cannot Talk.

The most orderly convention that 
ever assembled in Philadelphia con- 
cluded its sessions yesterday in St. Ste- 
phen's Protestant Episcopal Church, 
For three days a peculiar and interest- 
ing assemblage, including many of the 
foremost church workers among the 
deaf and dumb of America, lias met 
and deliberated in perfect silence. 
Last Sunday evening the transept of 
St. Luke's Church was occupied by 
seventy deaf -ran tes, who were nn.able 
to enjoy the missionary meeting as well 
as tlieir more fortunate brethren. As 
l)r, Greer and Archdeacon Kirkby 
addresseil the vast congregation, the 
Kcv, Dr. Gallaudet, manager of the 
deaf-mute missions of New York and 
New England, stood within the tran- 
sept and interpreted the entire ser- 
vices in the sign language without dis- 
turbing tho hundreds of auditors who 
could listen with their ears, Tho in- 
terpretation by hand was very rapid. 

As the convention rcosscnibled yes- 
terday the scone was a novel one, 
.The pews of St, Stephen's Mission 
woro filled with delegates, many of 
thom ladies. Nearly all were biisily 
engaged in sprightly conversation, yet 
tl*e perfect silence was unbroken. 
Members wore introduced to each 
other by a wave of tho hand, their 
names were communicated byaipiick, 
springy movement of the fingers and 
tliey exchanged the customary cour- 
tesies in eloquent pantomime. The 
occasional shuflling of a foot or clos- 
ing of a door caused no disturbance 
and the entrance of a belated member 
was followed by no whispered com- 
ment.s and inquisitive backward 
glances, for his presence was unknown 
until detected by the watchful eyes, 
that do double duty for the brain. 
At half-past 10 Dr. i rancis Clerc, roc- 
tor of St. Paul's Church, Phillips- 
burg, Pa,, quietly motioned the 
conference to order. Instantly a hun- 
dred talking hands coivsed their ccni- 
vorsatiou and the order was as perfect 
as tlie silence. Then tho Rev. Austin 
W. Mann, of Cleveland, Ohio, led in 
an abbreviated form of morning pray- 
er, while the congregation knelt and 
joined in the inaudible but devout re- 
sponses. 

A DEAF AND DUMB PREACHEn. 

The morning session was devoted 
almost entirely to tho reading — or, 
rather, to the gesticulated delivery — 
of a pajier on " The Preaching Adapt- 
ed to Deaf-Mutes," by Rev. Henry 
W. Sylc, missionary of the Pennsylva- 
nia l)iocosan Commissions and assis- 
tant rector of St. Stephen's. Though 
entirely deaf and dumb, Dr. Sylo is a 
genllem.au of scholary attainments and 
affable manner. Acting as the sec- 
retary of the convention, his keen eye 
observes every motion of the sign 
language, and tho exact ideas of the 
speakers aro translated into words and 
written down by his practiced hand 
with a rapidity almost equivalent to 
stenography. Dr. Sylo's essay gave a 
vivid presentation of the great difficul- 
ties attending tho proper education of 
deaf-mutes and embodied valuable 
.suggestions to preachers relative to the 
necessity of clearness and simplicity 
both in thought and diction. While 
Dr. Sylo talked in signs, Dr. Gallaudet 
translated the address audibly for the 
benefit of some of the listeners whoso 
hearing is unimpaired. 

The paper was followed by an an- 
imated discussion, but no disorder at- 
tiiii/icd the debate. The gavel lay up- 
on the chairman's desk, but there wiis 
no occasion for its noisy arbitrament. 
The proceedings were marred by no 
disorderly calls for "the previous 
(inestion," and if a member rose to a 
point of order, the speaker quietly 
rested his eloquent fingers until the 
Chair had settled the jioint by an ex- 
pressive turn of the wrist or a signi- 
ficant nod of the head. Tho most 
demonstrative applause that " ever 
greeted the remarks of tho silent 
orators was that of sympathetic 
smiles or vigorous gestures of assent. 
I'ho debate called out some interest- 
ing personal reminiscences. The ven- 
erable Dr. Job Turner, of Staunton, 
Virginia, told how ho liad been "a 
bard-shell Baptist" until fivo years 
ago. Ho Wivs then converted to the 
Episcopalian faith by a careful read- 
ing of their Pr.ayer-book, which he 
found so simple as to be cs|wcially 
adaptoif to tho needs of tho de.af and 
dumb. Dr. Gallaudet was formerly 
a Congregrationalist, and Dr. Clerc 
was brought up by his father as a 
strict Frciicli Komanist. Both have 
espoused the doctrines of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Chnvch, and are work- 
ing to alleviato the condition of their 
deaf brathren.

Tho conference also dcoitled to 
publish ft monthly iournal, entitled 
CJnnr/i Tidings for f/ic Deaf and Their 
Friends. The new jiaper will give 
information of mission work through- 
out the country, and will furnish reli- 
gious reading suited to the deaf and 
dumb. At h.alf-p.ast 5 o'clock the 
convention closed with the service of 
evening prayer, after accepting the 
invitation of Rev. Dr. Mann, of 
Cleveland, to hold the next biennial 
conference in that city, in 1885. 

At eight o'clock last evening, the 
All-Souls' Guild of the I'hiladelphia 
Church for the Deaf tendered a social 
reception to tho visiting clergy and 
delegates. The greatest good linmor 
prevailed, and there was a very good 
time in a very quiet way. "The dele- 
gates collected in groups, and at times 
somo amusing incident, told in signs, 
caused them to fairly sliake with in- 
Icnal merriment, none the less genuine 
for tho fact that no audible lamrli 
escaped their mute lips.

'One Who wait There" 



That was a remarkable letter of 
Mr. Edmund Booth's in reference to 
the second National Convention in 
general and the d{)»f mute community 
of New York in particular. Th(! 
vengeful spirit in which ho let loose 
the vials of his wrath upon the inno- 
cent deaf-mutes of the Empire State, 
is alike unworthy of the man and his 
high standing in our class. Ho must 
have written from a wrong impression 
of the proceeding* of tho convention. 
I can say this in favor of the New 
York mutes, that they are as intelli- 
gent and sensible a body of pooi)lc as 
can be found anywhere upon the face 
of tho earth. A larger proportion of 
them are better able to handle ques- 
tions of a parliamentary nature tiian 
can 1)0 found anywhere else, and they 
are up to the questions of tho day, 
and well informed upon current 
f/)pic8. This I knowTfrom personal 
acquaintance with them. Notwith- 
standing the fact that a bittiir 
personal feeling ha<l been excited 
among them by Mr. Booth's unwise 
appointment of the local committee — 
a feeling strong enough to have in- 
cited disorder and confusion — the 
proceedings were marked throughout 
by quiet and decorum, and tho obnox- 
ious party was allowed fair play. 
Local issues won« quietly ignored at 
tho businesK ■ -of the conven- 

tion, .Mr. Ho lie contrary not- 

withstanding. 'J'iie ofllccrs an(I most 
renperAahle members (though, (U3f;ord- 
ing to Mr. Booth's novel definition 
they cannot be called gentlemen), did 
all in their power to preserve order 
and impartiality. There never was 
an instance where tho weak, despicable 
minority was treated with so much 
fairness and justice. The fact that 
tho powerful majority did not abuse 
their a<lvantago as they easily might 
have done, refutes Mr. Booth s asser- 
tion that tho members were mere in- 
cspablcs, or rather imlKscilos. The 
complimentary notices of tho press 
were in tliemsclvos a testimony t.o the 
good sense and moderation of the 
members, 

Mr. Booth must abate somewhat of 
his high fwnegyric upon tho New 
England Gallaudet As8f)ciation, whose 
conventions Iatt(!rly have been scenes 
of bittter personal attacks, such as 
would never have been tolerated at 
tho New York convention. The 
IVwton Journal referred to tho con- 
vention of 1880 in Boston, as noisy or 
stormy. So much for Mr. Hooth s at- 
tiicks u[)on tlie (lentilkornineH. *

Broadway, the principal thorough- 
fare of the metropolis, was thronged 
with pedestrians Wednesday ov(!ning 
last. Peo|)lo of all nationalities, creeds 
and teniperauK^nt, surged hero and 
there and jostled each other good 
humoredly, lor all ap])oared to be up- 
on pleasure bent. Tlie various thea- 
tres wiUi their dazzling illuminations 
attracted thousands of eager votaries. 
All the principal club houses were 
thronged with well dressed men, and 
amusement appeared to rule the hour. 

In an elegant, well !i|)pointed and 
tastefully furnished apartment on 
Tenth Street and Broadwny, a party 
of deaf mute gentlemen were congre- 
gated. All wore well dressed, and 
each betrayed unmistakable evidc^nce 
of posessing a stock of intelligence in 
excess of tho usual atnount allotted to 
our class. All were quiet and genlle- 
inanly in manner, and the presence of 
snobbishness and vulgarity, which 
characterizes many other deaf-mute 
organizations, was not distinguishable 
here ; coarse jests and i>ersonal ani- 
mosities found no favor; tlic short- 
comings of other deaf-mutes were not 
discussed ; Edmund Booth and his 
" thwart, disjointed " mental vision 
was completely ignored, and the fair 
sex, if perchance alludeil to at all, were 
spoken of only ip terms of praise. 

Tho ]»aramount object wliich calK'd 
together these gentlemen on this 
particular evening, was in response to 
a cull from tho Committee of the Gal- 
laudet Club, the business which was 
to be transacted being of a special na- 
ture and in which each moniber was 
personally interested. This Club, by 
the way, if brains aro to bo taken into 
consideration and valued, is tho princi- 
pal mule society in the city, even 
though it be the youngest. None but 
gentlemen of acknowledged character, 
mtelligenco and social standing, 
Hi'e oli^^ible to memljershij), and con- 
sequently its influence tends to pro- 
mote tho welfare of all who are in any 
manner or degree associated with it. 
Tht! Club now numbers eighteen, of 
whom fifteen were in attendance this 
evening. 

The absence of President Lloyd, 
necessitated the appointment of a 
temporary Chairman, and Mr. T. A. 
Froehlich was chosftn. It may not be 
out of place to state here that this 
gentleman is deservedly pf)pular among 
New Yorkers, on account of the abili- 
ty and intelligence with which ho hws 
always discharged the many responsi- 
ble! duties devolving upon him when- 
ever holding office in any society. 

Business relating to tho coming 
grand dinner on tho evening of De- 
cember loth, the anniversary of the 
birthilay of Dr. Tlionuyi H. Gallaudet, 
was transacted with speed and coin- 
numdible judgment. Tlio Dinner 
Committee .appointed at tho last meet- 
ingof the Club — Messrs. Barnes, Loew 
and JVoehlich — made their report, 
which, with^very few alterations, was 
approved. The Dinner will take place 
at Fleischmann's Restaurant, Broad- 
way and Tenth Stre(!t. Distinguislied 
guests will bo invited, and it is confi- 
dently predicted that the nllair will 
surpass any entertainment by or for tho 
deaf ever held in Gotham. 

This business having boon satisfnc- 
torily disposed of, a letter was read by 
the Secretary from President Lloyd, 
in which he stated that owing to his 
removal to New Jersey he would be 
unable to be a punctual attendant at 
the meetings, and in (ionsetpienco 
tfmdered his resignatif)n as Presiih^nt. 
However, his interest in tho society 
was such that he desired to continue 
as a non-resident member. 

Notwithstanding that this meeting 
hiul boon called for sp(!cial purposes, 
by a vote of tho members, it wjis deem- 
ed advisable to elect a President and 
Vice-President then and there, the 
oflice of tho latter having been, when 
the Club was first organized, doci<led 
superfluous, but recently it was found 
mperative for a variety of reasons. 
The following gontlemon were elect- 
ed : President, K. A. Hodgsf)n ; Vice- 
IVesident. T. A. Froehlich. T. P. 
Fox was chosen Secretary to fill the 
vacancy caused by the election of tl 
former incumbent, Mr. Hodgson, to 
the Presidency. 

At a little after eleven o'clock, tho 
meeting a<ljourned. No ill feeling was 
apparent in tho conduct of those 
whose candidates in the elections ha<l 
been defeated. All wore aware that 
their neighl>ors worn genllomon; all

The second Biennial Conferenco of 
Church Workers among tho Deaf, 
which began on Saturday, was resum- 
ed at St. Stei)lien'» Protestant Epia 
conal Church this morning. 

Tho Conference was, in many re- 
spects, a peculiar one, and difiored 
from all others in scvoi'iil important 
particulars. The proceedings were 
conducted in the sign-langungc, and 
were interpreted oriilly for tho bene- 
fit of those who could hear but who 
could not understand tho signs by 
llov. Thomas Gallaudet, D.T)., rector 
of St. Ann's Protestant Efiiscopal 
church, New York City, and General 
Manager of tho Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutcs in New York and Now 
England, whoso congregation com- 
pii.sos a large number of deaf-mules. 
The members of the Conferenco were 
wiill -known churcli workers among 
tho deaf, and most of thoin were 
themselves deaf-mutes. 

The proceedings wore conducted in 
the mostjirofound silence. Tho pre- 
siding oIlicH'r, Rev. Francis .1. ('lerc, 
D.I)., rector of St. Paul's Church, 
I'hillipHbnrg, Pa., would quietly] a - 
cend tho platform, (|uielly adjust his 
spcct,acles, ai;d quietly sny with his 
hands, "Tho meeting will come to 
order." The gavel rested on the 
desk, but it was not used. 

The audience or spectators heard 
or saw the proceedings with the great- 
est interest, and were undisturbed bj 
the occanoiiiil shiifTling of foot or the 
loud conversation in which the clergy- 
men who could talk would indulge. 
The fro((iient whisperings which are 
such a source of annoyance in public 
meetings were conspicuous by their 
alisence. The mutes a])piecialed the 
good points of tho speeches and essays, 
hut unlike tho hearing and speaking 
portion of humanity, they kept their 
opinions to themselves and did not 
vcMitilato thcni among their neighbors, 
to tho annoyanci! of the Bi)oaker« and 
tho aiidionco. Tho occasional o])cning 
(0' shutting of a door or window did 
not disturb tho Conferenco, and the 
arrival of a late comer was not made 
an occiision for a general turning of 
heads and nn interrui)tioii of tho 
proceedings, for no one knew of an- 
other's arrival until ho saw him. 

'I'lio Conferenco was called to order 
at half nast 10 by Dr. Clerc, who an- 
noii 1100(1 by signs that Rov, Austin 
VV. Mann, of Cloveland, Ohio, who 
was ordained a priest yesterday, 
would deliver a prayor. 

Dr. Mann, who has an oarncst and 
intelligent countoimnce, ascended tho 
platform and delivered a shortened 
form of morning prayor, tho audionco 
kneeling and joining in tho responses. 
Rov. Ilenry \V. Svio, assistant roc- 
tor of St. Stephen s Church and 
Missionary of tho Pennsylvania and 
(Jentral Pennsylvania Diocesan (Jom- 
missiona, who was also ordained to 
the Priesthood yestorday, read a 
l)iiper on "The Preaching Adapted 
to Deaf-Mutes." Ho remarked that 
it was exceedingly diflicult to preach 
to deaf-mutes. Tho proachor will 
find among his congregation not only 
the ordinary class, but children and 
uneducated adults, and he cannot 
iiroach undcrstandiiigly to thoiu un- 
less ho IS very energetic and vivid in 
his pantomimic pictures. Ho will 
also find in Ins congregation a sprin- 
kling of semi-mutes — i. e., those who 
rotaiiiod their hearing to a aufticient- 
ly advanced ago to liavo koi)t, after 
its loss, a familiarity with verbal lan- 
guage a consequent power of thought 
ill words, which puts thorn on a IotoI 
with hearing jicoplo. Between those 
two extremes ho will find tho main 
body of av(M-ago educated deaf-miitos, 
who aro precisely like their fcllow- 
nien in physical and mental devoloj)- 
inont. 

It is evident that tho religious in- 
struction the deaf receive at school 
cannot bo very extended, and as the 
institutions aro supported by the 
State, lliior instruction is necessarily 
what is called " unsectarian." Por- 
Honul religion is inciilcatoil as to dutios 
in society and at homo, but not as to 
those ill tho (Jliurnh. When they 
leave school ihoir deafness still ex- 
clude thorn from ordinary religions 
(ixercisos, and they do not learn to ap- 
preciate tho sacrament, etc. For 
tlicBO reasons, tho sermons should bo 
clear and simple. Tho staple subject 
of tho Ainbassadorship of Christ 
should bo set forth to thorn as to 
others— the exi8tx?nce of the one God, 
mighty, wise, bon('ficcnt, just; tho 
existence of sin and siifToring in tho 
world around and in our own hearts ; 
the conflict of good and evil, with the 
conscquencps of each ; man's fallen 
state, iiiheront weakness, n(wl of a 
Saviour and of a Helper; tho in- 
Hiifhciency and procioiisnoss of tho 
Uedcemer ; tho cvor-roady sympathy 
and aid of the Comforter; our own 
part and dut.yj what wo must do to bo 
saved, and how wo may keep God's 
commandments and abide in His 
love. 

The divisions of tho sermon should 
bo few and simple, tho logic (;loar, tho 
deductions obvious and of iminodiato 
practical iipplical,ioii. The deaf-miilos' 
knowledge of words is very imperfect, 
their vocabularies limited, and the 
sermons should thoroforo bo clear and 
plain, and bring out tho [meaning of 
single words and phrases.
